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FELLOW SERVANT LAW UPHELD 


Supreme Court Sustains It in an Opin- 
ion Giving a Brakeman 
$15,000 Damages. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 28.—Lewis 
E. Cambron got judgment in the supreme 
court this morning for $15,000 against the 
Louis Railroad Co. for 
the loss of both legs due to the negligence 


terfethe company and its é6émployes. 


In this case the supreme court upholds 
the constitutionality of the fellow-servant 
law of this state. 

Cambron was 22 years old and was em- 
ployed as brakeman by the railroad com- 
many on a local freinght train from Stan- 
erry( Mo., to Council Bluffs, lo., at the 
time of the accident, December, 1897. The 
accident occurred at Rosenberry, Mo., in 
taking a car into the train. There were 
no shoes on the engine and therefore its 
brakes were useless. In attempting to couple 
the cars, Cambron saw that the engine 
and train was coming too rapidly and at- 
tempted to get out of the way, but was 
struck by the train and both of his legs 
were cut off. The lower court gave him 
judgment for $15,000 and the supreme court 
this morning affirmed that judgment. 

The railroad company claimed that Cam- 
bron was guilty of contributory negligence, 
but the Supreme Court in its opinion says: 
‘“‘We are clear that the lower court did not 
err in refusing to hold Cambron guilty of 
contributory negligence under the evidence 
in the case. The evidence established that 
Cambron was a young man, 22 years of age, 
about six feet high. By this injury he lost 
both legs and has been left a hopeless crip- 
ple for life, besides undergoing the most 
terrible suffering. No point‘is made in brief 
or argument that the damages considering 
his expectancy of life are excessive. While 
they are large we cannot say they are the 
result of passion or prejudice.’’ 


SHOT BY UNSEEN PERSON 


George Miller Seriously Wounded at 
Mount Olive, Ill., and William 
Leipscher Locked Up. 


MOUNT OLIVE, IL, June 28.—George 
Miller was shot in the back last night by 
an unseen person from the second story 
window of a house he was passing. A 
number of friends who were with him 
rushed over to the house and captured Wil- 
liam Leipscher. The latter aws in danger of 
bodily violence when officers arrived and 
hurried him to jail. 

The bullet was fired from a Winchester 
rifie. The bal] struck him in the back, just 
under the shoulder blade, and ranged down- 
ward. He was quickly taken home and ev- 
erything possible done for him, but his con- 
dition is considered dangerous. 

Leipscher's friends claim that no one saw 
the shot fired and there is no evidence 
against him,

Members Say That Car Conditions in |

Salisbury street, met in Mr. Gerne’s store 
Friday morning as a special committee of 
the North St. Louis Business Men's Associa- 
tion and decided to employ an attorney to 
compel the transit company to furnish bet- 
ter street car facilities to their end the 
city, if such a proceeding is’ legally pos- 
sible. 

This committee was appointed at a meet- 
ing of the association held Thursday night. 
It was called to protest against recent 
changes in the running of the north end 
lines. 

Speeches denunciatory of the Transit com- 
pany’s methods were made. Among the 
speakers, in addition to Messrs. Kassing, 
Gerne and Stoppleman, were Frank C. 
Brod, Fred Doht, Sam Glauber, Henry Ros- 
enthal, Henry Luker and F. C. Werner. 
All the speakers declared the present con- 
dition of North St. Louis’ street car traf- 
fic intolerable. 

They also expressed the view that little 

relief would be afforded unless the com- 
pany was forced to afford it. 
The views of the speakers were unani- 
mously indorsed by all the business men 
in attendance, and in voting for the ap- 
pointment of the committee to _ perfect 
plans of action several of those in at- 
tendance advocated raising a fund of 35900 
to enable Messrs.’ Kassing, Gerne and Stop- 
pleman to secure high-class legal talent, 
and leave no stone unturned to get the 
north end whatever it is entitled to.

Has a Grievance. . 
The committee did not give out the name 
of the attorney it had agreed upon Friday 


morning, preferring to Wait until the gen- 
tleman had accepted the commission. But 
they talked freely of their grievances. 
“We have a number of complaints against 
the way we are being treated by the transit 
company,’ said Mr. Gerne. “The recent es- 
tablishment of belt lines has been harmfu! 
to North St. Louis and added extensively to 
our inconveniences. 

“First, the company made a belt line by 
merging the Bellefontaine line with the the 
California avenue line. 

“Prior to that the Bellefontaine cars took 
North St. Louisans to Third and Washing- 
ton avenue. En route they crossed Fourth, 
Broadway, Sixth and Seventh streets. We 
could transfer at each street and go to 
many different sections of the city. 

“When the belt line came into existence 
this condition was changed. The Bellefon- 
taine cars went only as far east as Eighth 
street. We are now deprived of our trans- 
fers by the system, We cannot get a Broad- 
way transfer and therefore are compelled 
to pay an additional fare, if we destre to 
call upon some of our friends on South 
Broadway. In fact, we have to pay an ad- 
ditional fare if we care to go to any other 
part of the city except that portion through 
which the California avenue line runs. _ 
“To add to our discomfort, the transit 
company gave us another belt line. They 
merged the Mound City line with the Cher- 
okee line. The Mound City line formerly 
carried us to Fourth and Pine streets. Now 
t does not come downtown at all, but con- 
tinues over Twelfth from Pine street to 
South 8t. Louis. 
“This also prevents 
Broadway transfer at 
formerly could. 


Other Inconveniences 

Besides Belt Lines. 

“But these belt lines are not the only dis- 
agreeable features. We are compelled to 
ride in what I think are the dirtiest cars in 
St. Louis. Further, I believe. we have the 
most impolite set of conductors in St. 
Louis. . 

“Another thing we are not pleased with is 
that the Bellefontaine line, instead of | 
running down Washington avenue from 
Eleventh street, as formerly, now turns 
down Morgan street, passing through a 
neighborhood that is anything but edifvy-

When we find jut 
what rights we have, if any, we are going 
to try to enforce them.”’ 
“We might as well live out in the woods 
as far as street car conveniences are enn.

you can hardly tell when you are going to 
get a car in North St. Louls, or where you 
are going after you get one. :

St. Louis now in 11 minutes where they 
formerly required 17. Besides, the cars are 
terribly dirty. They are full of dust. You 
lean against the wall of the car and voy 
get dust all over your coat.

As finally made 
up tnis total was 450,000,000 taels, but the 
oresent calculations, after taking in all 
of the demands that are known, make? the 
total only 415,000,000 taels. In the me&t.- 
time, China has agreed to pay the larger 
amount, so that the question now arises 
what will become of the excess of 35,000,000 
taels. 

Another question which has arisen in this 
connection is as to the amount of. bonds 
which shall be issued to Japan, as that 
‘ountry has drawn attention to the fact 
that its share of indemnity cannot be nhe- 
gotiated on as favorable terms as some 
of the other powers can make.

IMMENSE WHEAT CROP. 


Traffic Officials Estimate a Great 
Northwestern States Increase. 
CHICAGO, June 28.—Traffic officials of 
the St. Paul, fhe Northwestern, the North- 
ern Pacific, the Great Northern and the 
Burlington systems are agreed that the 
wheat crop of this region for 1901 will break 
all previous records.

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HELEN GOULD TALKS 


HER CHARITIES. 


Those to Whom She Gives Never 
Acknowledge the Favor. 


NEW YORK, June 9.—The office where 


profession of philanthropy is something al- 
most spectacular in the simplicity with 
which the great heiress environs herseif 
during her seven a, = en SE hours. 
Miss Gould's office Is room at 
the rear of her home ak Ire => on the 
Hudson. Two large windows give a west- 
ern outlook, and command, besides a fine, 
sweeping view of the Hudson, a panorama 
of the poper Palisades on the opposite 
shore. serious sort of room. The 
rug that covers the polished floor {is som- 


washed in a neutral distemper. A few un- 
obtrusive prints are well placed here and 
there. A copy of Van Dyke's picture of 
the baby, 
covered with a quaint child's hood, and 
the round baby eyes gazing straight 
out at the charming scene that spreads 
before Miss Gould's windows, is the only 
classic picture in the room. All the other 
prints are evidences of a-strong individual 
taste that finds expression in views of 
somber landscape and leafless, wintry for- 
ests. 

One. etching—rather a terrifying thing— 
shows a gaunt, rough-pelted wolf, aispiay- |B 
ing many singularly realistic teeth “lose 
by this evil beast hangs an artistic photo- 
raph of George Gould’s handsome chil- 
dren, and directly under that group a pen 
and ink sketch of oné of Miss Gould's pet 
wards in a child's hospital. 

There is something frankly unforced and 
candid in the arrangement of these pic- 
tures that exactly expresses the rson- 
woman who pre- 
sides over this austere office. 

Miss Gould’s personality is fine, with the 
graciousness of a great generosity, but 
no visible sense of humor lights her earn- 
est, serious eyes.. When I asked her to 
talk about her great charities her prompt 
answer was a rae s negative. But 
pressed to speak of the oy-giving quail- 
ties of her great wealth she said 

“T think there can be nothing in the 
world calculated to give one such Insight 
into the miseries and sorrow of others as 
gre at wealth. 

“There is so much trouble for which the 
men and women who bear it regard pov- 
erty as the sole cause. That sort of sor- 
row naturally turns to wealth for relief. 

“Pathetic appeals for assistance from 
hundreds of that class every week keep 
this phase of wretchedness constantly be- 
fore my mind. The dark side of wealth 
is its nearness to such misery.” 

The gentle quality of Miss Gould’s mercy 
is shown in objects she selects for her 
“Det” charities. There is no doubt that 
the children’s hospitals, the tenement-im- 
provement idea which prompts this gra- 

cious woman to provide slips and cuttings 
and offer prizes for the best flowers raised 
therefrom in the slum districts of New 
York, are forms of distributing ha appi- 
ness that give her greatest returns. Chil- 
dren and flowers are both very dear to 
Miss Gould, and the charities which link 
the two are essentially characteristic of 
her fine and gentle generosity. 

In one regard alone is Miss Gould grudg- 

She holds a stern reticence toward her 
ok th hand in respect to the good works of 
her right hand. The great offerings she has 
made to public Institutions, her endowment 
of hospitals here, libraries there, her mu- 
nificent gifts to government and to the 
Y. M. C. A., these large beneficences that 
are a matter of public record, may not be 
hid under a bushel, but an aay of crim- 
gon creeps under Miss Gould's dark skin 
when questioned regarding the extent of 
her yearly giving. 

“Do you sy stematically plan out the uses 
of your income? So much for pleasure, so 
much for your own private needs, so much 
for charity?” I ask Miss Gould laughed 
and her Jaughter, which is rare, is enchant- 
img cordial and unaffected. 

o,”’ she said, “I'm afraid I'm not 580 
systematic as that. I regard my income 
broadly, as a relief fund. If there's any 
left for my own support after the im- 
perative demand of greater needs are sup- 
plied, I am glad. 

‘How much do f give annually?. That 
would be difficult to say. Some years more 
than others. Always as much as I can 
afford; never so much as I should wish.” 

Miss Gould answered each question with 
plainly visible reluctance. To speak of 
herself as a philanthropist ves her most 
ar oe iin distress. Nevertheless I per- 
sisted. 

‘What is your favorite charity, the one 
which yields you largest returns of grati- 
fication ?”’ 

Miss Gould gazed meditatively across the 
beautiful wooded lawn, where some score 
of tenement children from New /York’‘s 
slums were solemnly and ceremoniously 
playing. with the air of enjoying a dream 

rom Paradise from which an awakening 
would be pain. From an adjoining room 
where several secretaries were omereres 
solely to answer pleas for Miss Gould's 
bounty, came the click of half a dozen busy 
ty pew riters, 

“T think,’’ sald Miss Gould, ‘“‘that I derive 
most pleasure from’’—then she hesitated 
again. “When I see a soldier or a sailor 
I think that the finest thing In the world Is 
to show one’s gratitude for the heroes that 
yield their lives for thelr country.’’ 

Above all things, Miss Gould ts a patriot, 
and a reluctant blush—this time of enthusil- 
asm—crept over her earnest features. ‘‘But 
then there are babies, sick babies—little 
helpless mén and women brought Into the 
world to a heritage of poverty and pain. It 
is a very great happiness to be able to do 
something for even the least of those little 
ones, 

“It is always the work of the moment, 
I think, which is the favorite, but there’s 
perhaps a lingering mental reservation in 
favor of the bables."’ 

Miss Gould is assisted in her many 
beneficences by a corps of oe men and 
women, whose sole duty is to investigate 
the merits of applicants for material ald. 
Her daily mall is larger than that of many 
great mercantile houses, and 99 per cent of 
the daily grist are begging letters, pure and 


simple. 

“Many of these,’ said Miss Gould, 
self-evidently unworthy of consideration 
but each is carefully read. The claims of 
all are consctentiously investigated.” 


‘‘And are all relleved?’ 


“Not all. A friend of mine, who gives
